James Mattison, a local physic- 
ian, who. will talk about the 
medical aspects o fthe pollution 
of the marine environment (the 
ocean); Dr. David Epel, a biol- 
ogist at the Hopkins Marine Sta- 
tion (facility of Stanford Uni- 
versity) at Pacific Grove, who 
will discuss the problems im- 
posed on the marine environ- 
ment by insecticides, especially 
by the use of D.D.T.

fornia Department of Fish and |: 


Game, will comment on the 
problems inherant in conserving 
fish for the years to come. 


Rounding off the panel will 
be Capt. Sid Brooks, U.S. Navy 
(Ret.), a member of the Mon- 
terey County Industrial Develop- 
ment Board. : 


The function of the Board is 
to attract “clean” industry to 
Monterey County. Capt. Brooks 
will discuss the implications of 
industry and. pollution, the dif- 
ferent kinds of industrial pollu- 
tion, and how we can eliminate 
—or if not eliminate—how we 


can arrest the spread of pollu- 
tion. 


In Dr. Yarberry’s mind, the 
panel consists of “confident peo- 
ple from the different areas af- 
flicted by marine environment 
pollution. They can answer 
questions relative to what can 
be done and to what is being 
done about pollution.” 


The format will be one of in- 
dividual presentation by each of 
the panel members, followed by 
a period of questions and an- 
swers by the audience.

We, the 
commission, feel it our duty and 
obligation to draw to your at- 
tention a pressing need of the 
students and a responsibility of 


the Board, i. e., a new book- 
store facility. 


The Associated Student Body 
Commission, being the duly el- 
ected officers of the Associated 
Students of Hartnell College, 
wishes to inform the Board of 
Trustees that the student body 
shall not be responsible for the 
cost of constructing a new book- 
store facility at Hartnell College. 


We have reached this decision 
because of the following rea- 
sons. 

It is our belief that all con- 
struction on the Hartnell Col- 
lege campus is a district ex- 


Fall Cultural Budget Planned; 
Spring Schedule Lacking Funds 


In compliance with the Duties 
of Officers as set forth in the 
Associated Student Body Consti- 
tution, I, Thomas N. Anderson, 
the Commissioner of. Cultural 
Activities, do hereby submit my 
official report as to the activities 
for the Fall semester of the 
school year 1969-1970. 

The activities for the fall sem- 
ester have been limited in num- 
ber, but wide in scope. The ac- 
tivities ranged from “It’s a Beau- 
tiful Day,” to movies, to Con- 
gressman Burt Talcott. 

The only “big” event of the 
fall semester was “It’s a Beauti- 
ful Day.” Though it was en- 
joyed by some 800 people, it was 
a financial failure. The total 
cost for the activity was $2,879.- 
21 but the students had an 
$842.60 loss. 

The movies were well re- 
ceived by the students who at- 
tended. them. This is the’ final 
tabulation as I have in my per- 
sonal records: 

Sand Pebbles, attendance 97, 
cost, $100. 

The Alamo, attendance, 130, 
cost, $100. ; 

To Sir With Love, attendance, 
140, cost, $157.50. 

Dr. Faustus, attendance, 20, 
cost, $135.

Seven films with an average 
attendance of 88 at a total cost 
of $747.50. 

The student body had three 
speakers on campus for the fall 
semester. They were Assembly- 
man Robert. Wood, Congressman 
Burt Talcott and Mr. John Link. 
Mr. Wood and Mr. Talcott spoke 
on the various political issues of 
today. Mr. Link spoke on Al- 
aska. Mr. Link cost the student 
body $200, but, there was a very 
small audience due to the fact 
that all the students had to have 
general counseling on that par- 
ticular day. 

The choir and the drama de- 
partments both put forward ex- 
cellent programs for ‘the fall 
semester and these were well 
received by the community, but 
not by a meaningful percentage 
of the students. 

Born Free, attendance, 125, 
cost $75. 

A calendar of events for the 
spring semester was drawn up 
by myself, with the aid of the 


commissioners of Social Activit- 


ies. and the Vice President, Rol- 
ene Singleterry and Roger Hill- 
yard, respectfully. All the ac- 
tivities were approved by the 
commission, but all of the pack- 
age is pending Board approval 
since the commission is dealing 
with the Bookstore savings ac- 
count. 

My personal opinion of the 
entire opinion of the commis- 
sion toward cultural, as well as 
social activities is quite defin- 
ite. Both were given in the 
first few months of the school 
year the least priority but a 
maximum responsibility for ac- 
tivities other than sports. It is 
impossible for either commis- 
sioners to function _ effectively 
without the financial backing of 
the commission. We can not 
operate on good will alone. 

The situation has cleared some- 
what during the last. month, I 


hope that: the commission will):

pense and responsibility. 

It is our belief that we can- 
not and we should not com- 
mit future students to the re- 
sponsibility for the payment of 
construction of any sort. 

It is our belief that should the 
responsibility fall upon us, we 
would have to issue . revenue 
bonds. At the current interest 
rates it is improbable that the 
bonds would sell. 

It is our belief that the Board 
would be responsible for the 
construction of a new facility or 
the hiring of an aedquate com- 
pany to assume the job of sup- 
plying books if the Associated 
Student Body did not exist. 

It is our belief that should we 
be held responsible for the said 
construction that we would be 
setting a precedent for future 
construction, e. -g., a new cafe- 
teria or a new sports stadium. 

We have an obligation to all 
the students of Hartnell College. 
This obligation includes the pre- 
sentation of sufficient extra-cur- 
ricular activities and sports ac- 
tivities. Should the students as- 
sume the costs of a new book 
store, all activities, sports or 
other, would have to be sus- 
pended in order that the costs 
of the construction be paid for. 
Should all activities be sus- 
pended, a zero balance can safe- 
ly be projected for income from 
Associated Student Body Card 
sales. 

With no income from card 

sales or sports activities the stud- 
ents would have to rely on all 
the income from the book store. 
Let us assume that the cost of 
an adequate new facility would 
be $750,000. Should the profits 
of. the book store be set at a 
rate of income of approximately 
$30,000, it would take the stud- 
ent body approximately 25 years 
to pay for this facility. 
—-A new book store is needed 
immediately. The college camp- 
us is growing, as well as the en- 
tire community within the Hart- 
nell College District. The needs 
of these people must be met and 
one of these needs is a new 
book store. If the Board has 
taken particular note of the ac- 
.creditation committee reports 
for the past two years, you will 
find that the committee stated 
that the college is in need of an 
adequate facility. - ee 

We ask the Governing Board 
to initiate the following actions: 

Relieve the Associated Stud- 
ent Body from the responsib- 
ility of building a new book 
store. 

Consider the book store in 
the decision on a tax override. 


Set up a committee to see 
and get a new book store built 
within the next year or two. 

We thank the Board for its 
cooperation in this matter.

FACULTY FLEES FU 


In many attempts to aid var- 
ious clubs on campus in pre- 
senting activities, I have been 
met with a generally uncooper- 
ative, unappreciative, stagnant 
faculty. Many clubs that plan 
events two or three weeks in 
advance meet with familiar 
phrases from almost all the fac- 
ulty members who they ap- 
proach. 

“I’m busy that night,” or “I’m 
not available,’ or “I have too 
much to do and not enough 
time.” 

Why is: this? I feel that the 
reason is that most of the fac- 
ulty do not want to be both- 
ered. 

All of the faculty members 


benefit from their honorary| 


student body cards. They re- 
ceive free seats at the football 
and basketball games, free ad- 
mission to campus films, copies 
of the Spectrum, Pandem, and 
weekly copies of the Panther 
Sentinel. They also take ad- 
vantage of the discounts to con- 
certs and special activities which 
the ASB or clubs offer. In re- 
turn the students only receive 
help. from about a dozen fac- 
ulty members willing to aid in 
the presentation of extra-cur- 
ricular activities and especially 
dances. I am quite embarrassed 
to refer clubs to the same few 
factulty members when the clubs 
have been turned down by 20 
or 30 other faculty members. 

I feel it is ridiculous that with 
a faculty and administration of 
almost 100 that only a dozen 
members or so are willing to 
spend some time. with the stud- 
ents in sponsoring therese extra- 
curricular activities. 

The Board of Trustees re- 
quires that faculty members be 
present at all ASB functions in 
order to see that the activities 
are run according to specific 

‘ rules and:that the members pres- 
ent will see to any problem 
which might arise. The admin- 
istration publishes a series of 
two lists of faculty members: 
one contains the names of those 
who are sponsors of clubs; the 
others lists the names of those 
members who are not assigned 
to any particular club or activ- 
ity. With the list the adminis- 
tration requests that those whose 
names appear on the second list 
to volunteer for special activities, 
specifically dances. On this 
particular list is approximately 
25 names. Of these names only 
a handful have been willing to 
help sponsor some sore of ex- 
tra-curricular activity. 

I feel that-a major portion of 
Hartnell’s present faculty is a 
group of stagnant individuals 


that do not particularly care 
about students and the activities 
which they wish to have. 

They merely function in’ their 
capacity of “TEACHER” and 
stop right there—most of them 
rushing home at one o'clock 
and leaving students to fend for 
themselves in the realm of ex- 
tra-curricular activities. 

I hope that either the faculty 
will attempt to rectify the sit- 
uation or if not, that the com- 
mission will take some positive 
action against the faculty or re- 
| quest the Board to repeal the 
resolution requiring faculty to 
be present at all activities. 
who have been willing to help 
all the students, I thank you for 
For those faculty members 
all of us and we hope that where 
your fellow members are lack- 
ing you will be willing and able 
to make it up. Thank you very 
much.
